With the Froneh Armivs in The Field,
Doe.

Through eourtesy of the Froneh army
headquarters the United Press eorros-
pondent wiy permitted to spend o day
and o night in the vory trenches where

debed in the German rald November 2.

The night, was spent in a dogout a
fow feet distant frrom the spot whero
the firat American was unkan prisoner
| by the Germans. Bofore dawn the Unit-
lod Press correspondent ascompanied a
French patrol purty out over the exaot
spot on No Muan's Lad where the Am-
oricans made their first reconnaissunoo,
Later our party talked Lo o Freneh sore
geon who prized as hisn most precious
posscssion o pioee of the historie Gor-
man sholl which woonded tho first Am-
erican,

Then, later, with an Amorican epl-
league, Panl Seott Mowrer of Uhlengo
we were guided by o Fronch chaplain
to a tiny villnge two miles to the rear
of the fighting lines,

We found the town simply s hamlet
typieal of this purt of Franeo,

We were guided to a ten-aere field

surrputided by n high stone wall. The
field’'s suoping surface was marred by
Tllﬂ‘('(l wire t_‘“tll“gh‘ll"‘lltﬂ,
. At the very bottom ungle of the wall,
eloven fresh sod-tepped mounds mark-
ed the resting pluces of American doad,
Wilted flowers eovered them. At the
head of eneh wns n five foot roughly
hewn wooden eross.

Of the eleven monnds, the first threo
at puo end were enelosed in tiny, un-
painted pine fences. FlrthEﬁ: away the
[vounes told-us there lay The Lody of
Privato Thomas Enriglit. Néxt was the
grave of Private Merle D. Hay and
nonrest of the thrée was the mound
cavering the resting place of FPrivate
James 13, Gresham,

The mnrkers for thesa three horole
Amerioans  were octagonal  woodon
namoplates, Their full names, with the
regimental mumbiors of onch man and the
date of their denth, was inseribed on
eneh @nd an intprtwined background
of thifStars and Btripos and the Froneh
tri-eolor made them stand out promin
ently.
